No. 3/1/2012-Pubiic.—^Shri M.O.H. Farook, Governar of Kerala passed away at Apollo 
Hospital, Chennai at 9.20 p.m. on January 27,2012 following a brief illness. 

2 Bom at Karikal tPondicherry), on September 6,1937, Shri Farook, was a Senior Congress 
Leader former Puducherry Chief Minister and Union Minister of State. He was sworn m as the 19th 
Governor of Kerala on September 8, 2011. Prior to it he had held the post of Governor of Jharkhand 
froir, January 21, 2010 to September 7, 2011. 

3 Shri Farook was a veteran leader and as a student he participated in the struggle for 
liberation of Pudncherry from France during 1953-54 when it was a French Colony. He had served as 
Chief Minister of the Union Territory of Puducherry thrice from April 9, 1967 to March 6, 1968, March 
17 1969 to January 3, 1974; and from 1985 to 1990. He was elected to Lok sabna for three terms 
(1991, 1996 and 1999) from Puducherry. He served a.s Union Minister of State for Civil Aviation and 
Tourism between 1991 and 1992 and had also served as Indian Ambassador to Saudi Arabia. 

4. Shri Farook is survived by a son and two daughters. 
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
